And more mercifully yet nature in 
the tropics ix prolific. Whatever man 
holds he holds only by keeping the 
vegetable armies at bay; wherever he 
retreats the ranks of the green things 
advance. From the hill slopes on all 
sides vegetation has pushed its way 
among the ruins. Seeds have been 
borne by the winds or dropepd by 
birds, or having long lain dormant in 
crevices of houses and in the uncon- 
genial earth of the city, have now 
thrust up through the overlying layer 
of debris to the air. In every inter- 
stice, overhanging every wall from 
where the roofs once were, a mantle 
of foliage and blossoming shrubs has 
been drawn over the whole dead city. 

Each straight paved street, with the 
white walls on either hand, is little 
more than a pergola, a grotto, an ave- 
nue cut through the green, 

In the cemetery the tombstones lie 
—— by the heat and twisted from 
their beds, and the monuments lie 
strewn broken on the ground, but it 
has little meaning now, this place 
where the resting places of a few hun- 

dead were honore? with monu- 
ments of marble and granite, while 
al around in the city which is one 
vast cemetery lie 40,000 dead un- 
marked. 


My ship's officer told me that he 
knew Bt. Pierre well before it was 
stricken, and no less than once a year 
since then he has been able to put in 
here and come ashore, and at each 
visit he has seen how nature has 
gained upon the town. In a few more 
years the streets will all be over. 
grown, the masonry buried in green 
and the forest growth will have push- 
ed its way down to the shore. 

This is one of the islands where the 
dread snake, the Fer de Lance, is 
found. In just such a broken wilder- 
ness as this, where under the flowers 
and the butterflies the wreckage of the 
city offers strange dark hiding places, 
it will love to make its home. Then 
few people will care to push their way 
through the thick growth among the 
ruins. Ships will content themselves 
with passing off shore, and passengers 
will be shown from a distance the 
place where once St. Pierre stood. But 
a little more and a generation will 
arise to which the story of the dis- 
aster is but a tradition, and the very 
site of the wickedest spot in the West 
Indies will be forgotten, its 
overgrown with myth and legend, 
ever as the ruins of the city itself are 
already half submerged in flowers and 
green leaves.

Montreal Herald 
.. Building Collapses 


Hugh Water Tank 
Caused The Wreck. 





Montreal, June 13.—One of the most 
terrible disasters in the history. of this 
city took place at 10.45 this morning, 
when the huge water tank on the roof 
of The Herald building collapsed and 
fell through five stories to the base- 
ment, carrying twenty-six people to 
their death, Ro add to the horror fire 
immediately broke out, and in an in- 
credibly short space of time the whole 
building was a mass of flames, Scores 
of men, women, boys and girls rushed 
to the windows and cried aloud for 
ladders, while the flanies leaped from 
the adjoining windows and flared high 
above the roof, Their only hope of es- 
cape was by the front. windows by 
means of ladders. The whole interior 
of the building, with its stairways, 
hoists, elevators, etc., had been carried 
down by the awful crash, leaving only 
a little fringe of the floor adjacent to 
the front windows, 

The scene was indescribable. Brave 
men cried like children, and women 
and girls fainted as the screams and 
cries of the helpless victims reached 
their ears, 

The water tank containing, it is said, 
about 30,000 gallons of water, or 4 
"m of about 150 tons, was perched 
high above the centre of the roof at 
the rear of the building. Apparently 
the weight of the hugh tank was too 
much for-—the supporting walls, At 
any fate the tank crashed down with- 
but a moment's warning, Carrying the 
entire interior of the building with it. 
Into this vortex were swept girls and 
from every floor. "The. entire 
centre wall, the whole of the rear wall 
and most of the two side walla were 
¢arried down into the lane at thé rear, 
and there the debris is pilled /thirty 
and forty feet high—a hopeles& mass 
of brick, stone, iron girders, timbers, 
machinery, paper 6d presses,/ 

Buried under this wreckage are the 
victims, poor people caught and carried 
to death without a second’s warning. 
Too much praise cannot be given the 
firemen. Seldom, if ever, have men 

slaved better the part of heroes, They 
waved the terrible heat and danger to 
rescue the girls from the upper stories 
and itis estimated that they carried 
down about one hundred with the 
fames bursting from every window. 
The firemen told some pathetic stories. 

“I saw a woman in there," said one 
grim fighter, pointing to thetop story, 
“but she was pinned under a beum, 
and | couldn't move her- It was aw- 
ful to hear her scream." Another 
grey-haired veteran wept as he failed 
to save a life amid the wreckage in the 
rear. [t was there that the flames 
were the hottest, and there the dead 
and dying were piled amidst the de- 
bris, Lieut. Cavanagh, a fipe-fighter 
of 25 years’ experience, saW a man 
struggling under the wreckage. The 
firemen threw him a life-line, but just 
as the victim's arin was raised to grasp 
the line more of the wall crashed down 
burying him from sight. Cavanagh 
and his men turned their backs and 
sobbed like children. Whenthey next 
looked toward the spot there was no 
sign of life.

The real miracle is that there were 
not scores burned to death.

Owing tothe amount 
of paper and combustible matter the 
bui ar d was wreathed in flames in an 
incredibly short space of time. In ad- 
dition to the roaring flames, the crash- 
ing timbers, the falling walls and the 
dusty and smoke, and, above all, the 
cries of the wounded, made it a per- 
fect inferno. 

Montreal, June loth— Eight more 
bodies were dug out to-day, making ‘a 
total of eighteen, of whom sixteen so 
far have been identified, two remain- 
ing with nothing left by which even a 
guess at their identity could be had. 
It has now been definitely ascertained 
that thirty-two people were killed ip 
the disaster, all of the missing having 
been either traced or found to be 
amongst the dead. There are. there-

A homesteader who has exhausted his home 
stend right and cannot obtain a pre-emption 
may take a purchased homestead in certs!
